A By-Law to authorize the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
the amount of $50,000.00 in the capital stock of 
the Edmonton Distrizt Kailway Company. 


Whereas. a ion signed by at least three- 
fourths in number of the resident ratepsyers of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmenton, entitled to 
vote on by-laws requiring the assent of the electors, 
has been presented to the ee | Council of the 
said Municipality for the ng and due ratifica- 
tion of a by-law to authorize the Municipality of — 
Town of Edmonton to subscribe for shares to 
amount of $50,060.00 in the sapital stock of the 
Edmonton District Railway ; 

And Whereas, the said, the Edmonton District 
Railway Company contemplate constructing, main- 
taining and operating a line of railway near to and 
within tie Municipality, and the Municipality is, in 
the opinion of the Municipal Council, interested 
therein ; 

And Whereas, it is deemed expedient that the 
Municipality should subscribe for shares in the said, 
the Edmenton District Railway Company to an 
amount not exceeding $50,000,00, subject to such 
conditiozs to be agreed upon between the Munici- 
pality and the Company, prior to such gy ae 
as shall apvear necessary and expedient to the

And Whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it is

CABINET EECONSTRUCTION. 


The exit of Sir Mackenzie Towell 
from the high position which he occu- 
pied for so short a time, means a 
great deal more than the loss of his 
valuable services to the country. Sir 
Mackenzie was not a bri liart stalemar, 
he was not a born leader of ren, as tle 
phrase goes, but he was what is almost 


eyually rare, a man who in a lorg 
public. career had built up and main- 
tained a reputation for straightforward- 
ness and honesty. He may not have 
deserved the reputation but he certain- 
ly had it, and having it he was a some- 
what unique figure in Canadian politics, 
more particularly in the party to which 
he belonged. It is an unusual thing 
for a man ia the full enjoyment of his 
ficulties, who has after many years of 
fiithful service attained what must 
have been at least the summit—if not 
fir beyond the summit—of his ambit- 
tion, to willingly step down and out 
after holding the position for so short a 
tme. There isno reason to suppose 
that Sir Mackenzie did so willingly. 
O. the contrary there is evety reason 
t2 believe that he was treacherously 
knifed by men whom he had in earlier 
days assisted to the positions which 
enabled them te knife him; men who 
certainly well deserved the appellation 
bestowed upon them by Sir Mackenzie, 
“a nest of traitors.” Had his removal 
from office been caused by a difference 
of policy between himself and his col- 
leagues there would not necessarily 
have been anything discreditable to 
either the one side or the other in his 
retirement. Dut uo change of policy is 
ainounced. On the contrary it is 
affirmed and re-aflirmed that no change 
is contemplated. Then why was the 
change in leadership made? Sir Mac- 
kenzie’s only fault was that he was 
honest in his opinions and in_ his 
method of siving effect tohis opinions. 
It is hard to believe other than that this 
was the real reason for his removal. 
He was too honest to continue in 
the leadership of the party as it is at 
present constituted, or in other words 
he was degraded from the preiier- 
ship simply because he was an henest 
man. The reputation of his successor 
tends to

widify the regulations. governingdand, 
timber, and minerals in the Territories 
in the intere <s of the settler.

He 
was not accorded a cabinet pesition 
and be resigned from parliament. H 
was succeeded in the representation of 
Winnipeg by Joseph Martin, who en- 
joyed the distinction of being the only 
member west of Lake Superior who by 
reason of his being in opposition was 
able to freely criticize the course of the 
government regarding the Northwest. 
That he was free-in his cricicism the 
hansard report shows, and that it was 
effective, the eievaiion of Mr. Macdon- 
ald tothe ministry of interior in order 
to put him in a better position to con- 
test the city of Winnipeg with Mr. 
Martin and if possible defeat him is 
ample and absolute proof. Mr. Mac- 
donakl does not owe his elevation to 
the cabinet to his own merits but to 
those of Mr. Martin as the champion of 
of the interests of the We:t, That he 
enters the ministry in order if possible 
to shut off free and able criticism of 
the government’s Western policy. Mr. 
Macdonald is no doubt an estimable 
gentleman, but in this case he is allow- 
ing himself to be used for a purpose 
which is distinctly against the best in- 
terests of the West. This being the 
case it cannct be considered that his ac- 
ceptance of the ministry of interior 
under these ¢ircumstances is an act of 
friendship towards the West. Admit- 
ting all his good qualities he is putting 
himself in very much the same position 
as dog Tray in the story book, and he} 
may reach a like result. 

The retirement of Ouimet and Caron 
from the cabinet is certainly to its 
credit. The reputation of 
Messrs. Angers and Tallion is much 
higher than that of the retiring minis- 
ters. That they are any stronger in 
their own province, or are likely to fa

This 
coupled with the absolute and universal 
disbelief in his honesty of purpose will 
make h:z career as premier shorter than 
that ofhis predecessor whom he so 
treacherously sapplanted.

A DIVISION OF CHINA. 


A recent despatch from London says: 
Signs multiply which indicate that the 
greatest pelitical events of the aye are 
not those now taking place in Africa, or 
in Turkey, or even in Europe itself, 
but in the Orient. The division of 
the Chinese empire is threatened,not by 
corquest or reyolutiep, but by treaty. 
and with the consent of the existing 
Chinese authorities. The most im- 
portant and circumstantial of these re- 
perts is a communication made public 
by the Globe, one of the most careful 
and conservative London  journais, 
which has many times proved the value 
of its sources of information in the far 
east. This letter is written by an 
Englishman, who, during the past 
twenty years has been in closer confi- 
dential relations with the Chinese goy- 
ernment than any ambassador accredit- 
ed to Pekin. in fact the Globe de- 
scribes him so accurately that it might 
as well have named him as Sir Robert 
Hart, whose words would ceriainly be 
entitled to be received as authoritive. 
This is the substance of the remarkable 
letter. 

The Chinese government, making 
certain that Russia would sooner or 
later:seize its northern territories, and 
hopelessly recognizing its powerlessness 
tu withstand such aggression, determin- 
el to make friends with the czar by 
surrendering io him in perpetuity, Mon- 
golia, Manchuria and Shong King, in- 
clusive of the Liao Tung peninsula and 
Port Arthur. The new Chinese frontier 
will begin at Shan Hai Kwan and run 
along the great wall fora considerable 
distance, thus reducing the empire to 
more manageable dimensions. In re- 
turn for this enormous goncession of 
territory, Russia convenants to afford 
protection to what remains of the cel- 
estial empire. Iti the event of Eng- 
land giving tronble, Russia will stir up 
war in other parts of the world to 
afford full employment for the British 
forces. There is no sort of donbt that 
at the present moment England is 
thoroughly detested by the Pekin offi- 
cials, who would be delighted to take 
their revenge for what they ccnsider 
British lukewarmness by stirring up 
a war between Russia and Japan. That 
there will be hostilities between Russia 
and Japan before very long, is absolute- 
y certain. 

No doubt the “Russian authorities 
will issue a diplomatic denial of this 
startling version of the secret relations 
between Russia and China, but diplo- 
matic denials were never quoted at a 
lower figure in Europe than now. The 
story fits in well with the splendid 
policy of aggression and preparations 
which Russia is everywhere pursuing 
with worderful success. England un- 
deubtedly possesses knowledge of this 
threatened death blow to her prestige 
in the far east, but she is still supine, 
except in the vigor°of her naval pre- 
parations.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Sir John Carling has been called to the 
senate for Ontario and Thomas Temple, of 
Fredericktov, for New Brunswick. 


The Gazette just te hand proclaims that 
pirliament was dissolved on April 24th. 
Writs to bear that date and be returnable 
on July 13th. Parliament to meet on July 
16th. 


The train in which Hugh John Macdonaid 
was proceeding to Ottawa, was ditched 
two miles east of Nepigon. The engineer, 
Dan ‘McNeil, was instantly killed. No 
others were hurt. 


The new parliament which is to be elected 
on June 23rd will be smaller by two mem- 
bers than the present house. Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island each lose a mem- 
ber, and New Brunswick loses two ; while 
Manitoba gains two. 


A Milwaukee telegram of April 28th, 
states that Judge Jenkins this morning 
signed a decree ordering the sale of the 
Nerthern Pacific at West Superior, within 
sixty days. The court reserves the right to 
act on various details at any time. 


According to The Speaker the retirement 
of Lord Salisbury from official life cannot 
Le long delayed. He is in poor health. The 
Speaker predicts that Mr. Arthur Balfour 
will sucesed him m the premiership and he 
elevated to the peerage. It also predicis 
that the Duke of Devonshire, now president 
of the council, become secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, aud that Mr. Chamberlain 
will be the government leader in the house 
of comniens, in succession to Mr. Balfour. 


A Cape Town despatch says that every 
day draws the circle closer around Bulu- 
wayo and every hour adds to the confidence 
and number of the Matabeles, who, since 
the news of the humiliating defeat of Dr. 
Jameson’s raiders by the Boers, has spread, 
magnified into a complete defeat of the 
British army by a handful of untrained 
farmers, seem to have supreme contempt 
for the British. This feeling has not been 
lessened by the fact that the three sorties 
made by the little garrison of Buluwayo re- 
sulted in practical defeat. 


A-recent despatch from Cuba to Key 
West, Fla., states: Advices received here 
state it is rumored at Havana that Maceo 
and the insurgent forces have broken 
through the Spanish trocha and that they 
are now in a position of safety. If this in- 
formation’ is correct it bears out the state- 
ment attributed to Maceo, wherein he said 
that he should stay in the western end of 
the island as long as it appeared best for 
him te do so, and that when he chose he 
would take his army through the Spanish 
‘ines without losing a man. The trocha is 
the military term given the line of soldiery

which Capiain-General Weyler placed 
across the island from north to south in 
order to pin Macee in the western province 
of Pinar del Rio. De Campos last year 
drew a trocha-across the island to confine 
the insurgents in the eastern provinces, but 
Maceo not only broke through it whenever 
he wished, but he completely disrupted and 
put to rout the Spanish troops that compos- 
ed it. Weyler’s trocha was much stronger 
and was deemed unpenetrable. 


A dispatch from Cape Town says: The 
Boers dream of a united states of South 
Africa and they are bold enough to say the 
realization of this dream is among the pos- 
sibilities of the near future. In any case 
arming in the Transvaal and also to some 
extent inthe Orange Free State, is going 
surely and steadily on, and the slow bat 
sure policy of President Kruger, said to be 
dictated from Berlin, is being pushed re- 
lentlessly night and day. The Boers al- 
realy have a smatl army well supplied with 
arms and Maxim guns, at Lichtenburg, 
where it is understood a fortified camp is 
being constructed. 


A despatch from Madrid of April 27th, 
says: Just now there is much talk in semi- 
official circles of negotiations to conclude 


the war in Cuba by mutual concessions, | 


which shall be made agreeable by arbitra- 
tion. Of courss the first move towards con- 
ciliation is ascribed to the Cubans. It is 
blandly scated that influential insurgents 
are much depressed at the prolongation of 
the war and the uncertainty of its termina- 
tion. It is also alleged that Spain’s deter- 
mination in prosecuting the war is begin- 
ring to persuacle them of the impossibility 
of triumphing by force of arms. The ferocity 
and dictatorial tendencies of Maeco have 
come asa revelation to the whites of what 
the fature of Cuba would be under self-gov- 
ernment, and the prospect of aid from the 
U. S. begins to be despaired of. This is the 
semi-ofticial Spanish view of the situation. 
There are good grounds, however, for believ- 
ing that preliminary conferences for negotia- 
tions are actively in progress between in- 
fluential white insurgents and the Spanish 
authorities. They may fail at present, but 
the government seems absolutely confident 
that the insurgents will come to terms with 
Spain at no very distant date.

The Ovtawa correspondent of the Free 
Press says: There appears little doubi 
that after the proclamation dissolving par- 
liament has once been issued the position of 
the government will be precisely the same 
as if they had resigned and were waiting the 
appointment of their successors.
